Last Chance To See 
Camouflage Display 


The display of “Camouflage for 
Civilian Defense” will leave the 
Addison Gallery at Andover shortly 
for Atlanta, Georgia. This will be 
its second showing on a nationwide 
tour, Because it is already booked 
Im various cities during the com- 
ing year, it will not be displayed 
again elsewhere in this region in 
the immediate future. The present 
showing at Andover has therefore 
been extended until Sunday. 

“Camouflage for Civilian De- 
fense” explains the basic principles 
of camouflage. Aerial photographs, 
materials, small models and charts 
show the difficulties which confront 
the camoufleur and the necessity 
for broad regional planning if 
camouflage is to be really effective. 
It also illustrates the part which 
Daint, wire netting, carpentry and 
sardening play in camouflage, 

This display has been arranged 
by the Museum of Modern Art, New 
York, in collaboration with Pratt 
Institute, New York and the Addi- 
son Gallery.

Other courses 
are being given by James Hart of 
the Junior high school, Chicherle 
Waterston of Brooks school in 
North Andover, and Ripley Bullen 
of the Peabody foundation. 


Dr. Arthur B. Darling instructed 
the new students on air raid pre- 
cautions at their first assembly 
Monday morning, and addresses of 
welcome were given by Wilbur J. 
Bender, director of the summer ses- 
sion, and Dr. Claude M. Fuess, 
academy headmaster. 


Luminous Belts Now 
Available For Wardens 


Luminous Sam Browne belts for 
use by civilian defense workers will 
soon be available here for use in 
blackouts, The belts haye one 
shoulder strap, and are treated with 
a chemical that reacts in such a 
way that they proyide 12 hours’ 
luminosity after they have been ex- 
posed in total darkness for ten 
minutes, The glow from them is 
visible 100 yards away. 


Chief Warden Leonard F. James 
has ordered a supply from Boston, 
and those contemplating their pur- 
chase may examine the belts at the 
home of their precinct warden or 
at the defense office in the town 
house. The price is $1.50 each.

Close to 2300 Andover automo- 
bile owners who still have cars on 
the road are expected to register 
for new gasoline rationing books 
during the three day registration 
period beginning today. Only ‘A” 
and “D” books will be given out by 
the officials in charge, supplemen- 
tary rations in the “B” and ‘C” 
classes being granted later by the 
rationing board. Coupon books for 
trucks and other large commercial 
vehicles will also be distributed 
through the board. 

Registration will be at the Punch- 
ard and Shawsheen school buildings 
according to the following sched- 
ule: today from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m.; 
tomorrow from noon to 8 p.m.; and 
Saturday from 10 a. m. to 6 p.m. 
To avoid crowding and waiting in 
line, it is desired that car owners 
whose last names begin with the 
letters A through G register today, 
H through R tomorrow, and §S 
through Z Saturday. Anyone, how- 
ever, will be permitted to register 
on any one of the three days. 

The procedure will be mucb 
simpler than in the first registra- 
tion in May. Briefly, the whole op- 
eration is as follows: 

1. The car owner or his agent sub- 
mits the car registration. 

2. An application form (R534) is 
made out by the owner or his 
agent. 

3. Every person submitting a car 
registration and filling out his ap- 
plication will be given Gasoline Ra- 
tion Book A (form R525). This 
book will contain 48 coupons, worth 
four gallons each, the basic allow- 
ance for one year. 

4. Those wishing to apply for 
gasoline in addition to the basic al- 
lowance will be given an additional

“Theatre,” Second In 


Ann Mason, who proved herself 
an adept comedienne in “Theatre” 
Monday night, after taking a more 
serious role in “The Philadelphia 
Story” the week before, will star in 
the third production of the Guy Pal- 
merton Players Monday evening, 
titled “Meet the Wife.” Supporting 
her will be Glen Langan, Mary 
Elliott and Frank Lyon, all of 
whom have proved quite popular 
with Andover audiences. 


Ann Mason was featured for the 
past two summers at Skowhegan, 
Maine, and before that at the Berk- 
shire playhouse at Stockbridge. On 
Broadway, she has played with 
Burgess Meredith, Ingrid Bergman 
and Jane Cowl. 

Considering the weather, a sgsur- 
prisingly large assemblage turned 
out Monday evening to see Blissa 
Landi give a very polished perform- 
ance in “Theatre,” adapted by Guy 
Bolton from Somerset Maugham’s 
novel. Miss Landi was received with 
generous applause at her initial ap- 
pearance, and was given an enthu- 
siastic ovation at the several cur- 
tain calls demanded. 


Frank Lyon, leading man for 
Miss Landi, proved his versatility 
in a role far different from the one 
assumed by him in “The Philadel- 
phia Story.” The possessor of an 
admirable stage presence and a 
pleasant voice with a pronounced 
lilt to it, he made high comedy of 
certain scenes. Together with Miss 
Landi, he set the pace for a pro- 
duction that was, in all respects, 
considerably smoother than last 
week’s, 

It is to be remembered, of course, 
that each Monday’s production at 
the Memorial auditorium is in the 
nature of a first night, often with 
a star who has not previously ap- 
peared with the troupe, and that 
“The Philadelphia Story” was the 
first first night in the season’s 
series. What seems to be a settling 
Smoothness in pace bids fair to in- 
crease the audience’s enjoyment of 
future productions. 


DARBY AND JOAN 


The plot, briefly, concerned the 
marital adventures of one of those 
perennial husband-and-wife — star- 
ring teams of the theatre and 
screen, like the Fairbanks’ and 
Lunts. Billed as “the Darby and 
Joan of the theatre”—hardly a flat- 
tering allusion—Michael Gosselyn

considerable of a success of their 
Stage careers, and as much a fail- 
ure of their married life, over a 
period of nearly twenty years. Both 
were actors to the bone, both were 
jealous of their respective  re- 
howns, and both were thoroughly 
bored with each other. Besides, the 
husband had a rather annoying 
talent for philandering. 

So Julia, or Miss Landi, took up 
with a young businessman, played 
with gusto by Glen Langan, and 
told her friend Dolly De Vries 
(Louise Kirtland) to help herself to 
Michael, whom she had been re- 
garding “like a hungry python fas- 
cinating its lunch” for some years. 
Whereupon Michael tried to fall in 
love with Dolly, and Julia with the 
businessman, but neither was able 
to put his heart into it. The true 
State of affairs was that Dolly was 
in love with Michael, Tom with an 
Obscure little actress (Mary Elliott) 
hamed Avice Crichton, and Michael 
and Julia with themselves. 
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Elissa Landi Scores Fine Personal Success In 


Drama Festival Series 


APART AND TOGETHER 


None the less, “the Darby and 
Joan of the theatre” dissolved both 
their professional and social rela- 
tionships; Darby went on a yacht- 
ing trip to get good and drunk, 
while Joan entered upon a super- 
duper production titled ‘Lola Mon- 
tez’ to prove that she could get 
along very well without him, so 
there! She did indeed, scoring a 
decisive success on the opening 
night of “Lola Montez.’ Michael, a 
little tight and more than a little 
repentant, came backstage between 
the acts. Julia, feeling quite ill from 
overwork, suddenly swooned in his 
arms in a very timely way. Michael 
became as attentive as a bird dog. 
Julia recovered, announced that 
the show must go on, and she with 
it. Michael was overwhelmed by 
the gush of her trouping blood. He 
left to support her from the wings. 
Julia, who turned out to have been 
completely sound in wind and limb 
during the episode, considered that 
she had turned in one of her better 
performances. Michael never did 
learn the truth, and presumably 
they both lived happily ever after. 

Perhaps it is only natural that 
stage personalities shoud feel most 
at home portraying actors and 
actresses; at any rate, practically 
all of Monday night’s cast got the 
whole meat out of their roles. Miss 
Landi, in a word, was superb, keep- 
ing close to what we considered a 
remarkably clear conception of the 
character throughout. In a very few 
instances, her stage emotions ap- 
peared a bit static, but this is prob- 
ably accounted for by her obvious 
determination not to overplay the 
role. Her carriage, enunciation, 
voice-tone, and other elements of 
acting, were all that could reason- 
ably be expected of an actress of 
her talent and experience. 

THE SUPPORTING CAST 

As we said, Frank Lyon’s per- 
formance in his leading role was 
nearly equal to Miss Landi’s, and 
he proved again that he is an in- 
telligent and capable artist. The 
fact that he also directs the com- 
pany probably accounts for the 
fact that they all contributed their 
bit with considerable verve. 

Particularly to be singled out for 
credit, we think, were Alfred Al- 
ierdice, the company juvenile, who 
had a rather more substantial role 
than last week, and did it ample 
justice; Glen Langan, who, despite 
a slightly unpleasant voice, puts a 
great deal of force into all his lines, 
and Louise Kirtland in the unsym- 
pathetic character of Dolly De 
Vries. 

The mechanical details of the 
production were carried out with 
ease and precision, as they always 
are. Remembering that the group 
moves into Andover every Monday, 
and back to Fitchburg after the 
evening’s performance, it is remark- 
able how substantial all the stage 
elfects are, and how effectively 
they are used. The sets themselves, 
while not elaborate, are quite suit- 
able to drawing-room comedy, 

Miss Landi herself, who switched 
to the summer circuit for the first 
time this year, after four years of 
lecturing throughout the country, 
remarked after Monday night’s pro- 
duction that it appears to be a very 
flourishing institution. Miss Landi, 
who has a level head off the stage 
as well as on it, said that she thinks 
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Monday Evening, July 13, 8:30 P. M.

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Be Editorials 
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Now’s The Time 


Our town officials, both the se- 
lectmen and the finance committee, 
have been taking action to make a 
little more bright the very dark- 


looking picture of the year 1943. It 
doesn’t look good, but if the various 
town boards and next year’s town 
meeting do their part, we may be 
able to cut down the steep increase 
in taxes that now seems inevitable. 

State Tax Commissioner Henry 
F. Long and Norman MacDonald, 
the dynamo whose legislative ef- 
forts have made effective the work 
of the Massachusetts Federation of 
Taxpayers’ associations, have both 
issued a warning that must be 
heeded. Both men know what 
they’re talking about. When we ap- 
propriate money at the town meet- 
ing, it must be raised through tax- 
ation or through other means of 
revenue. One of the principal means 
of revenue has been the return to 
the town from the state gasoline 
tax, and you know what’s going to 
happen to that. 


You’ve already cut your mileage 
down a lot, and after the 22nd 
you'll probably cut it still more. 
Even with your. rations, the 
chances are that you won’t be able 
to set all the gasoline that you’re 
allowed, for filling stations have 
developed a tendency toward being 
parched at frequent intervals. Then 
tires aren’t going to last forever, 
and if you don’t have them, you’re 
not going to buy enough gasoline 
for a cigarette lighter. In other 
words, Mr. Long’s estimate of a 
$10,000,000 slump in the gas tax re- 
turns would seem to be based on 
pretty sound reasoning. 

Then excise tax receipts from 
automobiles will be cut about 
$5,000,000, because there’ll be fewer 
automobiles and the valuation on 
all of them will be lower by twenty 
percent. Income tax receipts from 
dealers in gasoline, automobiles, 
tires, etc., will probably be off an- 
other $5,000,000. 

So—it looks as if we’ll have to 
get down to business now. Every 
possible cut will have to be made 
in our town budgets.

To the Editor: 


The editorial in the Townsman of 
July 2 on the plan for teaching re- 
ligion in school time, contends that, 
since previous innovations in the 
school curriculum, such as manual 
training, domestic science and vo- 
cational guidance, were adopted 
without great public demand, that 
therefore the School Committee 
need wait for no public demand 
before adopting the present plan. 
Even so ardent an advocate of the 
plan as the editor appears to be, 
must recognize the radical dif- 
ference between the group of ex- 
amples cited and the present plan. 
Anyone of that group could be 
adopted in the regular course of 
events, but the present plan in- 
volved so fundamental a change 
that it required a special enactment 
of the legislature to make it pos- 
sible for school committees even to 
consider it. 

The editorial further states that, 
because the plan is supported by 
all the local clergy, who are “‘as fine 
a bunch of men as can be found 
anywhere....one doesn’t have to 
examine too carefully the merits of 
any plan supported” by them. This 
reference to the excellent quality 
of our local clergy is hardly an ade- 
quate answer to our position that 
the present plan, which so deeply 
affects the very basis of our pub- 
lic school system, should have a 
large measure of public support 
and full discussion before it is 
adopted. 

Finally, the editorial asserts that 
the proposal of the clergy would 
provide a “fair test of. ..public sup- 
port,” as their petition asks for the 
inauguration of the plan if “a suf- 
ficient number of parents signify 
their interest in and approval of 
the plan before the opening of the 
schools in September.” At the hear- 
ing before the School Committee, 
it was learned that the clergy in- 
tended to cirularize the parents of 
the 7th and 8th grade pupils, and, 
if a majority of those circularized 
should approve, the clergy felt that 
the plan should then be adopted.

There were 294 pupils in the 7th 
and 8th grades according to the 
1941 school report. Assuming not 
more than one of these pupils to a 
family, this would give a total of 
588 parents to be circularized. The 
approval by a majority of these, 
say for example 300, would, accord- 
ing to the proposal of the clergy, 
automatically start the plan in op- 
eration. As there are about 6600 
voters in Andover, the clergy’s pro- 
posal would thus permit approxi- 
mately 5 percent of our voters to 
commit the Town of Andover to 
the adoption of this highly contro- 
versial plan, without allowing any 
opportunity whatsoever for a pub- 
lic discussion as to its merits prior 
to adoption. This is surely not a 
“fair test” of public support which 
the editorial claims it to be, nor is 
it in accord with our democratic 
principle of majority rule. 

The School Committee showed 
proper appreciation of its civic re- 
sponsibilities in deferring action on 
the clergy’s petition until “there is 
further evidence of public support.” 
It is sincerely to be hoped that 
when and if such evidence of public 
support does manifest itself, that 
the School Committee will still fur- 
ther defer action until the merits 
of the plan have been thoroughly 
and publicly discussed, and until it 
has been shown beyond a reason- 
able question of doubt that the ad- 
vantages of the plan so far out- 
weigh its disadvantages as to jus- 
tify the adoption of this measure 
which so profoundly departs from 
our established American policy of 
complete separation of Church and 
State.

Ed. Note— As to Mr. Rafton’s 
points, we would say: 


(1) that the enactment by the 
legislature on so fundamental and 
disputed a question would certainly 
indicate that a majority of its mem- 
bers must have found a “great pub- 
lic demand” for  gsuch _ action 
throughout the state. That’s really 
fundamental in representative gOov- 
ernment, 

(2) that Andover clergymen must 
be presumed to represent their con- 
gregations on religious matters un- 
til some other body is determined 
to have such power and authority. 


(3) that if a majority of the 588 
parents circularized approve the 
plan, certainly a majority of those 
directly concerned will have given 
their support. Presumably only the 
parents’ approval is necessary for 
a plan that affects only them and 
their children. Those of our citizens 
who pay taxes to the town, for 
instance, are definitely a minority 
in our total population; the ma- 
jority who don’t pay a cent are not 
directly concerned with what our 
tax rate is. 

(4) that the advantages of the 
plan are painfully obvious; we 
can’t honestly think of any disad- 
vantages of comparable weight. 

(5) that there is no such “ pro- 
found departure” from the principle 
of the ‘complete separation of 

hurch and state.” According to the 
etails of the plan, which has been 
worked out in all its essential ele- 
ments, religion will not be taught 
in the school buildings, it will not 
be under the direct supervision of 
the school department, and it will 
not constitute any interference by 
the local clergymen in the regular, 
secular school program. We can’t 
think of any more ‘complete sep- 
aration” than the one proposed.

playgoers will attempt to get to 
the summer theatres despite the 
gas and tire shortages. Their taste 
is not quite the same as in the 
regular season, however; comedies 
seem to be preferred, although “I 
don’t mean that summer plays have 
to be light and frothy. Last sum- 
mer “The Shining Hour,” a pretty 
grim play, proved very well liked, 
but I think we should bear in mind 
that summer audiences don’t like 
to be too intellectual. 

“Of course, it’s often said that 
the summer theatre develops young 
and inexperienced players, and 
that’s quite true. We should bear 
in mind, however, that it also de- 
velops an experienced audience.” 
THE THEATRE HABIT 


She amplified this by saying that 
audiences have to get used to their 
surroundings, that people who have 
been accustomed to seeing movies 
must develop what she termed “an 
audience habit” before really en- 
joying plays. “Many people go to 
see plays because they are merely 
theatre-struck,’ Miss Landi pointed 
out, “but the real backbone of the 
theatre is made of those who have 
been attending it regularly for 
years, and who really understand 
and enjoy this particular medium.” 

She had a few good points to 
make about acting. Acting, she 
said, is not more important than 
writing, but a mediocre play fea- 
turing good acting is generally bet- 
ter than a good play with poor act- 
ing. “’'d say that ‘Skylark’ is by 
no means a great play, but Gertrude 
Lawrence made it very effective 
with her performance in it.” 

“As to tonight’s play, ‘Theatre,’ 
most people view it as a light 
comedy. Those who have read 
Maugham’s novel, however, recog- 
nize that the characters are only 
superficially the same; Julia and 
Michael, in particular, are quite 
different from the book characters. 
I'd like to see a play based strictly 
on the original book.” 


ABBOT WAS “WONDERFUL” 


By the way, Miss Landi was 
downtown in Andover Monday 
afternoon, and liked the looks of 
the town very much. Her previous 
appearance at Abbot Academy she 
remembered very well; “I had a 
wonderful time there,” she said. In 
fact, all of Massachusetts suits her, 
since she appeared in Haverhill, 
Bradford, Lawrence, and twice in 
Lowell during recent lecture tours. 
An appearance before the soldiers 
at Fort Devens gave her quite a 
thrill—'They’re so appreciative.”

course, about actors who were so 
adept on the stage that they 
couldn’t do anything but act parts 
offstage, eventually to the extent 
that it separated “the Darby and 
Joan of the theatre’ and then 
brought them back together again. 

We had wondered if Miss Landi, 
having acted on and off the stage, 
had any difficulty in assuming her 
own personality again after acting 
the actress-within-the-actress—and 
let’s drop it there. She has no such 
difficulty, she reported, and doesn’t 
think most of the better players 
have. “The people who act the best 
on the stage are the most natural 
personalities off it,’ she said. 
“Actresses like Helen Hayes and 
Katherine Cornell concentrate all 
their dramatic feelings in the 
period when they are actually be- 
fore an audience, and remove their 
stage personalities with their 
grease-paint.”’ 

Since she has already had con- 
siderable success as a lecturer of 
national prominence, an actress of 
good achievements, and as the 
author of four novels—not to men- 
tion her talents in dancing, cook- 
ing, singing, playing the piano, com- 
posing songs, and speaking four 
languages—we wondered, quite 
naturally, what she’s going to do 
next winter. She said that she prob- 
ably won’t lecture again, though she 
does enjoy it, because “four years 
are quite enough.” She’d like to find 
a good play for presentation on 
Broadway, though she finds writing, 
acting, and lecturing much the 
same thing in different mediums. 

If she had to stick to one field— 
which she wouldn’t like at all—she 
thinks she’d choose writing. Novels 
and plays, probably; she’s well into 
another novel right now. She 
doesn’t put herself into her novels, 
except as any author injects his 
Own personality into what he 


writes. None of her writing is cons- 
ciously autobiographic, 
doesn't think it should be.

blank, R535. This is not to be filled 
out in the school building; when it 
is made out, it must be notarized 
and filed with the local rationing 
board, which will make all rulings 
on such applications. 


Books will not be issued now to 
persons in the following classifica- 
tions: 


(1) persons who indicate on their 
application that their vehicle is 
owned or leased by a federal, state,

held by a dealer for sale or resale. 

(2) persons who ask for a larger 
ration than is allowed by their “A” 
or “D” books. 

(8) persons operating vehicles of 
obvious commercial identity, such 
as trucks, buses, jitneys, taxis, de- 
livery or messenger automobiles 
or motorcycles, ete. 

(4) persons operating boats of 
any description.
